Reasoned statement with regard to novelty, inventive step or industrial 
applicability; citations and explanations supporting such statement 

The present invention relates to a method of operating a wind turbine according to the 
preamble of claim 1 . 

Such methods are known from, for example WO 00/79128 (D1) or DE-U-202 06 704 
(D2). 

However, on the known wind turbines, at weak or no wind, the rotor is stopped or 
allowed to idle, whereby the turbine is disconnected from the supply grid, and the rotor 
thus rotates slowly or stands still depending on the wind speed. In both cases, however, 
a fairly thick layer of ice can be formed on the blades, the tower and the nacelle in 
climatic conditions, where a risk of icing is present. 

With the characterising features of claim 1 , i.e. the generator is under said climatic 
conditions being used as a motor for driving the rotor in combination with adjustment of 
the rotational speed and pitch angle and active ice abatement means, the risk of icing 
on the blades is minimized. 

None of the prior art documents which have become known to this Authority discloses 
all the measures of independent claim 1. 

Furthermore, the solution to the above mentioned problem in claim 1 of the present ap- 
plication is considered as involving an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT) since it is not 
taught or suggested by the prior art documents. 

Claims 2-10 are dependent on claim 1 and as such also meet the requirements of the 
PCT with respect to novelty and inventive step. 

Therefore, the present application meet the requirements of Article 33(2) and (3) PCT, 
because the subject-matter of claims 1-10 is new and involves an inventive step. 
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
